The month with the highest incident of fatalities was February 
(8), followed by July and August (7). 


The days with the most fatalities were Sunday (15) followed by 
Tuesday (14). 


The driver victims in the age group 22-30 and 41-50 accounted 
for the most deaths (6) each. 


Two pedestrian age groups accounted for 8 of 19 pedestrian 
deaths: 0-17 and 71-80. 


Included in the total of driver deaths is one operator of 
an electric powered wheelchair.
